The Vice Presivent laid before the Senate a report of 
the Secretary of War, transmitting, in compliance with 
a resolution of the Senate, a statement of all works for 
the improvement of harbors and mouths of creeks and 
rivers, which have beea upwards of three years in pro- 
gress. Read, and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Rives presented the memorial of Julia L. Weed, 
widow of E. J. Weed, late quartermaster of the United 
States marine corps, praying to be allowed half the 
monthly pay to which her husband was entitled at the 
time of his decease; which was referred to the Commit- | 
tee on Naval Affairs. 

Mr. Merrick presented the memorial of the Board of 
Trade of the city of Baltimore, praying the passage of 
an act requiring American vessels of one hundred tons 
and upwards to employ as part of their crew one or 
more boys, and the establishment of schools for the edu- 
cation and maintenance of boys for the merchant ser-| 
vice; which was referred to the Committee on Com- 
merce, and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Davis presented the memorial of the directors of | 
the Western Railroad corporation, in the State of Mas-{ 
sachus¢tts, praying an amendment of so much of the act | 
to increase the present military establishment of the | 
United States, passed at the last session of Congress, as 

rohibits the officers of the United States engineer corps | 
trom engaging in the service of incorporated companies; | 
which was reterred to the Committee on Military Ar-| 
fairs. .

Mr. Wnuite, of Indiana, moved the following resolu- 
tion, viz: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be directed to 
report tothis House whether, in his opinion, the im- 
pessvonee can be suspended or discontinued upon the 

arbors now in a process of construction, without endan- 
gering the existence of the structures already begun, and 
without exposing the Government to a waste of the mo- 
neys already expended; what is the average progress of 
those harbors towards completion ; and whether the in- 
terests of commerce would not be deleteriously affected 
by such suspension or discontinuance; and that he extend 
his report to the rivers whose channels are now under- 
going improvement under the authority of the United 
States; which was considered and agreed to. 

Mr. Rariven moved the following resolution; which 
was read, and laid on the table one day, under the rule, 
viz: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be directed to 
report to this House the names and rank of the officers 
of the army of the U. S. who have been employed since 
July, 1834, in paying Indian annuities, or in making 
payment under treaty stipulations; showing the tribe or 
nations to whom paid, and the amount paid to each 
tribe, with the amount paid to such officers, either as 
salaries, per centage, per diem pay, mileage, transpor- 
tation, or subsistence. And, also, the names and resi- 





— 


dence of each individual employed since July, 1834, in 
the transportation of money, goods, or other property 
paid to the Indians; the amount of, and what property 
transported; the amount paid to each person so employ- 
ed, distinguishing what was paid as wages, what for 
transportation, mileage, subsistence, or per centage, 
and how long each person was so employed in each 
case, and for what tribe or nation. And, also, the 
names and residence of each person employed in remov- 
ing the Indians west of the Mississippi since 1830, ex- 
elusive of the army, together with the compensation 
paid to each; how long each was employed, and in what 
capacity; noting what was paid to each as a salary, 
what as per diem pay, expenses incurred, or subsistence, 
during the time so employed. And, also, to report the 
names and residence of all persons employed as commis- 
sioners, or by any other name, since 1830, to inves- 
tigate claims against Indians; and the names and resi- 
dence of all persons employed to aid such commis- 
sioners, whether as clerks, secretaries, or attorneys, to- 
gether with the location of the Indians where the ser- 
vice was rendered; the amount of claims investigated, 
the time employed, and the amount of compensation 
allowed each, whether as salary, per diem allowance, 
expenses, transportation, subsistence, or per centage; 
and to specify under what laws the various persons 
fore named have been appointed to the several employs, 
and paid. 

Mr. Downtna,.delegate from Florida, moved the fol- 
lowing resolutions; which were read, and laid on the 
table one day, under the rule, viz: 

1. Resolwed, That the Secretary of War be, and 
hereby is, instructed to communicate to this House, at 
the earliest day practicable, all the information in his 
Department, respecting the disposition which has been 
of such negro and other properly as has been captured 
from the hostile Indians in the course of the present war 
in Florida, and the means (if any) which were adopted 
to ascertain whether any portion of the property so cap- 
tured belonged to, or was claimed by, inhabitants of 
Florida; and whether a fair or reasonable opportunity 
was afforded to said inhabitants to prefer claims and 
show their “ of ownership to such captured proper- 
ty; and whether all negroes and other captured property 
owned or claimed by citizens of Florida, were surren- 
dered to the owners and claimants, or so bestowed as to 
secure to said claimants and owners a proper pro- 
tection of their rights and interests; and whether 
or not any bargain or arrangement was made by the 
Government or its officers with the Creek Indians, or 
others employed to aid in the prosecution of the war 
against the Seminoles, by which the said Creeks or others 
have been allowed, either by themselves or agents, to 
take possession of, and appropriate to their own use and 
profit, any negroes or other captured property; and if 
so, to what extent such bargain has been itted to 
operate , and what amount of negro and other property 
has, under its provisions or conditions, been placed at 
the disposal of said Creeks or others, and what portion 
of the property so placed is owned or claimed by citi- 
zens of Florida. 

2. Resolved, That the Secretary of War be also in- 
structed to ascertain, and report to Congress at the ear- 
liest day practicable, the names of all persons (not, in 
the line or the regular army or of the volunteers or mi- 
litia) who have been, in the course of the present war 
in Florida, impressed into the service of the United 
States, or otherwise employed as guides, interpreters, or 
pack-horsemen; and what portion, if any, of —. 
sons so employed were slaves, owned or claimed by 
citizens of Florida; at what rate of compensation they 
were held in service, and whether such rate of ‘com- 
pensation has been paid; and if so, whether it was 
paid to the owners or claimants of such slaves; and, if 
not paid to them, to whom and by what authority was 
it paid to persons other than such owners or claimants. 

And be it resolved, That the Secretary of War be 
further instructed to furnish at the same time to this 
House, copies of all such correspondence as may have 
taken place between his Department and the officers 
from time to time in command of the military forces 
engaged in thé war in Florida; and, also, ali such as 
may have occurred betiycen his Department and any of 
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the citizens of Florida, on the subject of negro or other | 


property lost by them in the war, and especially such as 
relates to property recaptured from hostile Indians, 

Mr. Grauam, of North Carolina, moved the following 
resolution, viz: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be instructed 
to inform this House why the volunteers from the State 
of North Carolina were not paid, when discharged, for 
the services rendered, for the clothing and equipments 
furnished by themselves, and the time spent in the ser- 
vice of the United States, during the year 1838, while 
ordered into the Cherokee nation; how long after their 
discharge, and in what kind of funds, were they paid 
off ; and what portion of said troops are not yet paid, 
and the reasons which exists for such non-payment. 

The resolution was considered and agreed to. 


TUESDAY, JAN, 29. 

Mr. Camsretenc, from the Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported a bill (No. 1090) making appropria- 
tions for preventing and © iin Indian hostilities 
for the year 1839; which bill was read the first and se- 
cond time, and committed to the Committee of the 
whole House on the state of the Union.

HOME SQUADRON AND NAVAL SCHOOL. 


The action which has been had on the Law of Con- 
gress obtained by the irrepressible spirit and indefati- 
gable exertion, and at the great personal expense of 
Thomas Goin, to say nothing of the loss of time in 
urging it year after year upon the public attention, 
demonstrates the great value of his plan of Naval 
Education, and the great strength it is destined to af- 
ford to that arm of National defence. As far as our 
recollection serves us, his plan embraced at first three 
corvettes with 500 boys each, to be brought up in all 
the strictness of naval discipline; but if it was found to 
work well, to be extended; and we are happy to find 
that the national government has _ taken it up in ear- 
nest; and that the keels of three steam frigates are 
laid—one at Boston, one at Baltimore, and one in 
New York, where, in addition to naval tactics, the 
boys will be taught engineering, receive a liberal 
education, fitting them for any situation in the mer- 
chant and naval science; and when we bear in mind 
that Nelson’s origin was that of a cabin boy, we- in- 
dulge in no idle speculation, when we say, that this 
school is destined to produce many officers who will, 
hereafter, carry their country’s flag in triumph 
through the hottest battle, and give additional glory 
to the stars and stripes. At present, we have the 
Hudson frigate asa receiving school ship, at the Navy 
Yard in Brooklyn,with some 200 or 300 boys generally 
aboard. The captain of which takes great interest in 


| his school ship, where boys are taken for the naval 


service and distributed among the diiterent men-of- 
war; and a letter from the Ohio, at Port Mahon, of 
30th March last, speaks most highly of the boys. 


The pupil apprentices, 54 in number, are said to be 
well-behaved, intelligent lads, who give every promise 
of becoming good seamen, perhaps officers. The writer 
adds, 

They are under the exclusive charge of Lieutenant 
Gansevoort, who takes great interest in them, as indeed 
do all the officers in the ship. The boys are divided into 
two watches, one attending school, while the other is 
employed in the ordinary duties ofthe ship. They thus 
attend schoal, every other day. Their schoolmaster, 
who by the way is very capable, having been a public 
teacher in the United States, reports favorably of their 
attention and improvement. They will, I thitk, obtain 
as good an education as boys generally get at our pub- 
lic schools. ‘They are taught reading, writing, arith- 
metic, navigation and composition. Some specimens of 
the latter, which have been shown to me, written by the 
elder boys, were really very creditable to the writers. 
They are allowed to go onshore on liberty, as a reward 
for good conduct, and thus far, but one or two have re- 
quired any punishment. They have the free use of the 
ship’s library, and most of them are very devoted readers. 


It is reported that the secretary of the Navy has or- 
dered the North Carolina 74, now just arrived at New 
York, to be anchored at Buttermilk Channel as a per- 
manent school ship to receive a supply of 2,000 boys; 
and if this report be true, as we sincerely hope it is, 
we rejoice that Mr. Paulding has indeed turned his 
attention in earnest to the subject. Captain Gedne 
has 24 boys on board the U. 8. brig Washington, all 
smart, clever, intelligent lads, whom he is bringing up 
as active seamen, surveyors and coast pilots; and 
Commodore Ridgely, of the Navy Yard at Brooklyn, 
says the service wants 10,000 of ews boys. All these 
gallant officers take great interest in the proposed 
plan, as they-begin to realize the vast advantage it 
offers to the public service; and the greater dependence 
to be placed on the love of country which actuates 
the free-born native American, than on the paid for 
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service of the foreigner, and oftentimes the deserter 
from his own flag; and in about five years, Mr. Goin’s 
plan, faithfully carried out, will give an infusion of 
about 10,000 native American seamen into our naval 
service. 

The records of the United States Court will estab- 
lish a singular fact: that mostly allthe mutineers on 
board our vessels are foreigners; and we have not in 
our recollection known an instance of a mutiny on 
board a vessel manned by native American seamen, 
and the reason is obvious. They realize that the pro- 
fession they have chosen is their own voluntary 
choice, profitable and honorable, if they conduct 
themselves with prudence and discretion; and as they 
are generally better educated than foreigners, they 
understand and admit the necessity of proper subor- 
dination, and they look forward to becoming, in due 
time, masters or mates of vessels, and will very rarely | 


do any thing to compromise their prospect of advance- | 





satisfactorily accounted for by proof ofhis desertion, 
and the requirement of the law of Congress satisfied. 
But the real reason why so few native American sai- 
lors are shipped is because they cannot be had. Take 
some of our Eastern vessels, for instance, where the 
captain and crew go on shares, and you find no for- 
eigners there—which satisfactorily proves that sailors 
can be obtained if adequate inducement be offered; 
and that foreigners are only shipped for a necessity, 
alike dangerous and disgraceful. 

The subject is of so much interest that we shall 
resume it in our next. 

It is almost impossible to discuss, in a sincle article, 
all the benefits arising from establishing a Naval School 
for the encouragement of American seamen. The 
subject increases in interest as we proceed in it.

A writer in the Army and Navy Chronicle gives it. 
as the opinion of an intelligent naval officer, ‘that the 
scarcity of native American seamen is mainly attributa- ' 
ble to a law of Congress, obliging the captains of ves- | 
sels to give bonds for the safe return, or satisfactory 
account, of any American seamen he takes with him; 
but no such restriction attaching to foreigners, he 
ships them in preference to Americans, as he may 
discharge them in foreign ports, if his vessel is unex- 
pectedly detained, and ship others when ready for 
sea’ ‘This officer may be very intelligent, for aught 
we know, but in the present instance, he is wide of 
the truth. The law is certainly an injudicious one, 
and might be repealed with advantage; for, although 
it was evidently intended for the protection of Ameri- 
can seamen, yet, itis one of those statutory enact- 
ments, which only embarrass a matter, without ob- 
taining any positive good. It is idle to suppose, that 
this act has any influence in determining the decision 
of an American fora sea-faring life; and, if it had, it 
would only be an inducement, as evidencing the pa- 
ternal care of his government over him in a foreign 
country. And, as to an American captain’s shipping 
foreigners, in preference to his own countrymen, 
when they can be had, the idea is too preposterous to 
be for one moment seriously entertained. We shall next 
hear some such intelligent officer of the navy declar- | 
ing, they ship foreigners on board our men-of-war for 
their superior subordination. Away with such non- | 
sense. We have all, or very nearly all, the seamen | 
that the niggard policy of our Government have per- | 
mitted to be made, and while we are overrun with | 
foreign seamen, the few Americans in foreign service 
is a full and triumphant answer. We can tell this in- 
telligent officer of the Navy, that notwithstanding this 
Jaw of Congress, the few Americans who are in for- 
eign service, are there in breach of this embarrassing 
enactment.

—become indebted to landlords, under foreign flags— 
and the one month’s advance which they would re- 
ceive under their own flag, not being sufficient to dis- 
charge their indebtedness—with the dread of a foreign 
gaol before him, the thoughtless and hard run Ameri- 
can is obliged to enlist under a foreign flag, where 
he receives three months’ pay in advance, to satisfy 


shall we go on as we have, depending entirely on for- 
eign mercenary aid, these ““Brabancons” of the sea, 
for the support of our future naval reputation? 

Apart from national considerations, there are, how- 
ever, other points of view, in which the subject pre- 
sents a most interesting aspect. The philanthropist 
will rejcice in our Naval School, when he sees boys 
rescued from idleness and destruction, and its conco- 
mitants, ignorance, vice, and often infamy, and placed 
in a situation in which they may become useful and 
valuable members ofsociety, perhaps honors to the 
naval profession and ornaments to their country, win- 
ning reputation for themselves, and weaving fresh 
garlands for the national escutcheon. Numbers of 
these boys, it is no unfair or ungenerous supposition, 
might become tenants of a house of refuge; for al- 
though possessing naturally a high and generous dis- 
position, evil communication corrupts good morals, 
anda youthful mind cannot be in long contact with 
vice, without imbibing its withering influence; natur- 
ally good principles give way before bad example, un-. 
til at last the injured, ill-nurtured, and ruined boy, 
grows up the bad and desperate man, fit for any spe- 
cies of crime, or villainy—or the loitering and lazy 
mendicant, dangerous and burdensome to society. 
We are all the children of circumstance and education; 
and take the most moral and gifted man in the com- 
munity, deprive him {from his childhood of all excite- 
ment to good—place him in constant contact with 
vice—take from him all opportunity of instruction— 
and few will have the hardihood to deny that he who. 
is now the pride of his friends, the ornament of his 
profession, and an honor to society, might not have 
died ignominiously on the gallows. 

There is another consideration connected with these 
Schools, which is, that independent of the boys re- 
ceiving a thorough nautical, and a good scholastic 
education, they are not to be subjected to any menial 
office, or such as would break down the spirit of inde- 
pendence; but, on the contrary, every thing is done to 
encourage a decent pride and self-respect; and no boy 
will be received who has been guilty of crime and the 
subject of punishment and disgrace. They do not take 
boys from the house of refuge or alms house, but they 
prevent them ever going there, and they cep them 
from contamination.

in the last war. That little vessel was a great annoy- 
ance to the invader until she was blown up by a hot 
shot. Her officers and crew, nearly the whole of whom 
made their escape to the bank of the river, were im- 
mediately stationed at batteries on the American lines, 
where Lieutenant Norris greatly distinguished himself 
by his activity and intrepidity, and his name was 
mentioned with applause ina subsequent order of 
General Jackson. He found himself in command of 
the Hornet at the period mentioned above. Captain 
Natigue, well known in New Orleans, was lying off 
the bar of Tampico in a schooner laden with provis- 
ions, in company with other American vessels. The 
captain of the Hornet sent his purser on board Capt. 
N’s. schooner, for the purpose of procuring some bar- 
rels of flour and other articles for the use of the ship. 
The deck of the schooner was cumbered with barrels 
and boxes of different kinds of provisions; the pur- 
ser had made his selections and they were all ready to 
be lowered down into the boat—when suddenly a sig- 
nal of recall was seen flying in the rigging of the 
Hornet. The purser and his crew immediately obey- 
ed, leaped into their boat and were on board their ship 
in an incredibly brief lapse of time, leaving the decks 
of the schooner in confusion from the casks which 
had been hoisted up at the purser’s request. The | 
Hornet immediately bore away from the shore, a 
dreadful hurricane came on in a minute or two after- 
wards, which wrecked raak 4 all the American ves- 
sels on the coast, destroyed the Spanish transports, 
and no doubt sent the gallant Hornet to the bottom. 
Captain Nartigue and his crew were probably the | 
last that ever beheld her. 


We obtained this relation of the circustances, that | 
occurred near Tampico, from Captain Nartigue, im- | 
imediately after his return to this place. It was pab- | 
lished in the newpapers of the day and there can be’ 
no doubt of its accuracy. At the moment when the 
purser was about to leave the schooner so abrupttly, | 
Captain Nartigue was not aware of the cause of his | 
being recalled, and wa2 much displeased, till it was | 
disclosed to him by the tornado. It is presumed that | 
the indication of appsoaching fot] weether was given | 
by the barometer on board the Hornet, and induced | 
Captain Norris to be so sudden and peremptory in his | 
order to the purser to come on board. 


Captain Nartigue’s vessel was driven ashore among | 
the rest. The gale was so violent and continued so 
long, that it proved fatal to the expedition of General 
Barradas, destroying his ammunition and provisions, 
and raising the waters of the Gulf to such a height, 
that his camp was overflowed. His troops were made 
sitk by the want of wholesome food, and he was glad 
to make his escape from the soil that he had expected 
to conquer, by means of a capitulation which he con- | 
cluded with Santa Ana, who commanded the Mexican | 
army.—Louisianian.

A LIFE BoaT.—We have seen a beautiful model of 
a life boat, invented by our townsman Lieut. John I. 
Nimmo, of the revenue service, which decidedly takes 
the lead of all others of which we have had any ac- 
count. Its construction is perfectly simple, and the 
safety principles are seen and comprehended at a 
glance. We shall not attempt to describe it, but 
merely state those particulars in which its usefulness 
consists. It may be launched over the side of a ves- 
sel and thrown into the ocean, and it is immaterial in 
what position it strikes the water; it will certainly right 
itself and be ready for service in a moment. If turned 
over, it willright again immediately, and if overwhel- 
med and deluged by the raging billows, will mount. 
them again and free itself from the water it has taken 
in. It may be launched in the midst of breakers in 
perfect safety, if there are no rocks to dash it to pie- 
ces; and if the bottom should have a breach made in 
it, the boat will still float in safety, There are no 
valves or plugs to attend to, and the persons who are 
in it have only to hold on, and they are in no danger; 
this is especially important in a night escape. Ithas 
been examined by experienced nautical men here and 
also at the north, where Lieut. Nimmo has exhibited 
it, and they all concur in recommending it as a most 
important improvement on the life-boats heretofore 
invented,— Norfolk Herald. 





FRANCIS’s LIFE BOAT.—During the late cruise of 
the U. S. Revenue Cutter Hamilton to the British 
Provinces, an occurrence took place which shows the 
importance of life boats. While standing up the Bay 
of Fundy, toward St. Johns, in very rough weather, the 
Hamilton shipped a heavy sea which carried away the 
ife boat. On her return doven the Bay, the Hamilton 
fell in with the boat, which she picked up and it was 
found that she had not lost an oar or a single article 
belonging to her. Previous to her being washed 
overboard, the plug in the bottom of the boat had been 
taken out, and had not been replaced at the time of 
the accident. We understand that there was but lit- 
tle water in her when she was picked up, and Capt. 
Sturges is of opinion that she freed herself. So 
well secured was the boat, and so great was the force 
of the sea shipped, that the ringbolts and part of the 
stern were drawn out. When dicovered, the boat 
was sitting nobly on the sea, and there is every reason 
for supposing that her condition would have been the 
same had she contained the crew.—Boston Post. 





New Gun,—-We were shown, afew days since, a 
newly invented gun,which,as far as we are able to judge 
of the merits of such death-dealing implements, is the 
most ingenious and effective we have ever seen or 
heard of. It has received the name of the torpedo; 
and was invented by Mr. B« F. Smith, of South Had- 
ley, Mass., and made in that town. It is so con- 
structed, that the cartridge, which contains the pow- 
der, ball or shot, and wadding, in their proper order, 
is inserted in a chamber at once, and in a moment of 
time ; and the discharge is produced by percussion, 
the result of a wad or piston driven forcibly through 
a cap, to the powder in the chamber. With such fa- 
cility is the process carried on, that the piece can be 
charged and discharged ten times in a minute, or once 
in six seconds. The machinery connected with the 
gun is entirely hidden from sight. It is said to be 
perfectly safe, and is considered a great improvement 
over every other fire-arm that has been invented.— 
Providence Courier. 
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PLaGiaArismM.—In our number of the 13th June, we 
copied from the United. Service Journal an article 
bearing the title of “ Notes on the Military Establish- 
ments of the United States.”» These notes, we have 
since ascertained, were made up almost entirely of 
extracts from two articles contributed by Col. Henry 
Whiting, U.S. A., to the North American Review ; 
one on the subject of the Militia of the United States, 
which was published in the number for October, 1824 ; 
and the other on the Army, Fortifications, etc., con- 
tained in the number for October, 1826. The ex- 
tracts—mostly from the latter article—are almost ver- 
batim, though much transposed, and with occasional 
omissions, and substitutions of one word for another : 
as, for instance, “rebellion” for “ revolution,” etc. 
This plagiarism is the more extraordinary, as the Bri- 
tish article professes, by several references in notes, 
to acknowledge the sources of its information, with- 
out, however, once alluding to the North American 
Review. 

We were deceived by the appearance of candor in 
the British article, so little accustomed are we to look 
for this virtue from such a source ; the evident autho- 
rity on which it was founded—that of American offi- 
cial reports or documents—as well as the absence of 
all invidious comments or comparisons, was calculat- 
ed to deceive any one not thoroughly conversant with 
our military history, and the productions of our wri- 
ters concerning it. 

The early date of the documents resorted to, as raw 
material from which to manufacture something for 
home consumption, accounts for the inaccuracies we 
alluded to in our editorial comment. The statements 
were correct when first made, but had been altered 
in the course of events, by legislation, or the changes 
incidental to the times ; and the British copyist—we 
cannot say writer—did not take the pains to examine 
whether the state of our military affairs had not been 
changed since the date of the authority on which he 
drew for his information. 

This is another specimen of those productions so 
frequently called for in England, for the home market, 
made up by needy writers, who care not for their cor- 
rectness, and intended to pass current without detec- 
tion, as the result of great research into, and know- 
ledge of, the concerns of the rest of the world,

GEN. MACOMB’S ARRANGEMENT 
WITH THE SEMINOLE INDIANS. 

A great deal has been said in the Florida and Loui- 
siana papers about the arrangement entered into with 
the Seminole Indians by Major Gen. Macoms, ridi- 
culing the arrangement, and condemning it. The 
writers in these papers must be very little acquainted 
with the subject, or certainly they would not be guilty 
of such gross ignorance and folly as their remarks ex- 
hibit. 

We were in a state of war with the Florida Indians, 


and after four years’ campaigning it was found that 


nothing could be done with them. They bafiled all 
the attempts of the brave Floridians to drive them 
from their very doors; and even the militia from the 
several States, that came to their assistance, as well 
as the regular force of the Government, could not, af- 
ter repeated trials, catch or conquer the foe. No one 
except General Gaines seems to have had the ability 
to beat these wily savages; but, unfortunately, they 
would not stay beaten. 

Congress, seeing the state of the war in Florida, 
and desirous of bringing to a conclusion so disastrous 
and unprofitable a contest, signified its wish that a 
negotiation might be entered into with the Indians to 
that effect, and appropriated, by an almost unanimous 
vote, the sum of 5,000 dollars for the purpose. 

The Executive could not do otherwise than respect 
this strong expression of the will of Congress, and 
therefore thought it best to send an officer, who had 
not taken part in the war, to open a negotiation with 
the Indians; and it is the belief of every thinking man 
in the country, that the arrangement made by Gen. 
Macomb with the Indians, taking into view all the 
circumstances, is the very best that could be made, 
and there is every prospect that the results will prove 
it to be so, whether that arrangement be regarded as 
one of humanity, of policy, orof profit. 

As to the honor of the nation, what honor is there 
to be gained by the extermination of a nation of abo- 
riginal inhabitants, a brave but simple people, who, if 
they had been treated with less cruelty and injustice 
by their immediate neighbors, might, before this, have 
ceased to have been their deadly foes, and would pro- 
bably, have left the country of their forefathers, and 
sought in the far west a new home, peaceably yielding 
their begrudged country to the harpies who uncea- 
singly watched the moment to despoil them of their 
property and their lands.

The Surgeon General has endeavored to administer 
the aifairs of his department honestly, and in good 
faith alike to the Government and to the officers. 
While he has exacted from the officers all of duty and 
of obedience essential to the service, he has never 
failed to respect the rights and claims of individuals, 
growing out of length of service, severity of duty, or 
the peculiar fitness of persons for special stations ; 
and to secure to them, as far as in him lies the power, 
every right_and every privilege guarantied to them by 
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the laws and by the regulations of the army. The 
Surgeon General has dispensed justice with an even 
hand, and he challenges ‘An Observer,” or the ** Not 
an Unobserver,” to prove aught to the contrary. 

It is not true that the Surgeon General refers appli- 
cations for service or for furlough to the Secretary of 
War, or that he tells the applicant if ‘* his application 
is not a favored one,” “ your case is decided accord- 
ing to regulations, by the Secretary of War.” 

As the Surgeon General gives a respectful conside- 
ration to all applications for service, or for furlough, 
not incompatible with the rules of Military service or 
opposed to the rights of individuals, and accords the 
indulgence asked for. if the immediate exigencies of 
the service will permit, it is not necessary for him to 
assign any other than the true reason, or any reason 
at all, for a negative reply to the applicant. The | 
Surgeon General makes no apologies to the officers of | 
his department for refusing favors which he does not | 
choose to grant. 

It is denied that any such dissatisfaction as is re- 
presented, exists among the Medical Staff of the ar- 
my; or that it exists at all, except on the part of one 
or two officers perhaps, who, misunderstanding the 
value of their own services and the extent of their 
abilities, expected something that they have not got- 
ten or deserved.

FLORIDA. 
From the Tallahassee Floridian, June 22. 

The extract, of a letter from Mr. Poinsett to a citi- 
zen of this territory, affords satisfactory evidence that 
the Government have resolved that under no circum- 
stances shall the Seminoles be suffered to remain per- 
manently in Florida. The Washington Metropolis, a 
paper supposed to be in the confidence of the Ad- 
ministration, edited by Judge T. J. Smith, lately of 
this Territory, confirms this determination of the 
Executive, by information derived from “ undoubted 
authority.” So far so good. We learn Gov. Call has 
not been officially inforihed of the views of the Gov- 
ernment since Gen. Macombp’s arrangement. 

Srr—I take the liberty of requesting the publica- 
tion of the enclosed extract from a letter from the 
Secretary at War which places the arrangement made 
by Macomb in its true light. It clearly shows that 

e Administration have no idea of substituting the 
Armistice made by Gen. Macomb for the Treaty of 
Payne’s Landing : 

“We must expect hostilities to be partially contin- 
ued for a short period after an armistice; but I am of 
opinion that the arrangement made by Gen. Macomb 
will lead to the pacification of the country and enable 
me to remove the Indians from the Territory much 
sooner than can be done by force.”

vene—opinion strengthened by the good sense of the 
United States, would assume its sway, and vote appro- 
priations until the last Seminole is driven from the 
country.—St. Augustine News, June 29.

each; 36 brigs, of 3 to 10 guns each; 23 steamers, of 
100 to 320 horse power; 11 surveying vessels, of 4 to 
10 guns each; 23 sloops of war fitted as packets; and 
83 yachts. Total number of guns in commission, 4103, | 
besides those on board of steam ships; or about exact- 
ty double the whole number of guns in the American 
Navy, including vessels not in commission.

DEATH or Cart. DeEatH.—Perhaps history can- 
not afford a more remarkable instance of desperate 
courage than that shown by the officers and crew of 
an English privateer, called the Terrible, under the 
command of Capt. Death, of twenty-six guns and two | 
hundred men. On the 23d of December, 1757, he en- | 
gased and made prize of a large French ship, from 

t. Maloes, after an obstinate battle, in which he had | 
his brother and sixteen seamen killed; he then se- | 
cured his a with forty men, and directed his 
course for England; but, in a few days, he had the| 
misfortune to fall in with the Vengeance of thirty-six | 
guns, a privateer, off St. Domingo. Their first step | 
was to attack ‘the prize, which was easily retaken ; 
the two ships then bore down upon the Terrible, 
whose mainmast was shot away by the first broadside. | 
Notwithstanding this disaster, the Terrible main- 
tained such a furious engagement against both, as 
can hardly be paralleled in the annals of the British 
navy. 

The French commander and his second lieutenant 
were killed, with two-thirds of his company ; but the 
gallant Captain Death, with the greater part of his 
officers, and almost his whole crew, having met with 
the same fate, his ship was boarded by the enemy, 
who found no more than twenty-six persons alive, 








sixteen of whom were mutilated by the loss of a leg 


or an arm, and the other ten grievously wounded!!! 
The ship itself lay like a wreck upon the water, and 
the whole exhibited a scene of horror and desolation. 
The victor itself was so shattered that it was scareely 
able to tow the Ferrible into St. Maloes, where she 
was beheld with astonishment and terror. This ad- 
venture was no sooner known in England, than a libe- 
ral subscription was raised for the support of Deatli’s 
widow, and that part of the crew which survived the 
engagement. There was a strange combination of 
names belonging to this privateer; the Terrible was 
equipped at Execution dock, commanded by Captain 
Death, his lieutenant was named Devil, and the sur- 
geon’s name was Ghost.— Chronicles of the Sea. 
Wartertoo Day.—This being the anniversary of 
the Battle of Waterloo, the Coldstream Guards, the 
11th regiment, and a detachment of the royal artillery 
with two field pieces, had a field day on the plains of 
Abraham, under Major General Sir James Macdonell. 
The usual parade eeremony of marching past the 
General having been gone through, the maneuvres 
commenced; the Hlth acting as skirmishers spread 
across the plains, from the road to the river bank, in 
extended order, and advanced upon the fence of 
Marchmont to attack the supposed enemy; a brisk fire 
was kept up and the guns were brought up to the at- 
tack, the Guards advancing to the support. Several 
changes of position then took place, which with for- 
ming in column and in squares, and again deploying 
into line, completed the movements of the day; they 


were performed with great celerity and precision.—

Mr. Gibert, who, with his congregation, had also been 
compelled to seek an asylum from the persecutions 
which they endured in their native land. This congre- 
gation of exiles consisted of nearly one hundred indi- 
viduals; and by a kind Providence, they arrived here 
in safety on the 12th of April, 1764, where the subject 
of this notice has ever since resided. At an early pe- 
riod of the Revolutionary struggle, Mr. T. returned to 
his native country on business, where he suffered a pain- 
ful detention from his family for about three years.

At length, being exchanged, he returned to Charleston, 
and immediately joined the troops in defence of his 
adopted country: was at the battle of Fort Moultrie, 
and afterwards with General Marion to the close of the 
war.— Observer.

Navy Commissioners’ Orrice, July 9, 1839. 


EALED OFFERS, endorsed * Offers for Beef,” or “* Offers 
for Pork,” as the case may be, will be received at this office 
until three o’clock P. M., of the 3lst of August next, for furnish- 
ing and delivering, free of all cost and charge to the United 
States, five thousand five hundred barrels [5,500 bbls.] of Navy 
Beef, and five thousand five hundred barrels [5,500 bbls.] of Navy 
Pork, each barrel to contaiu two hundred pounds nett weight of 
Beef or Pork. 

Fifteen hundred barrels [1,500 bbls.) of the Beef, and fifleen 
hundred barrels [1,500 bbls. ] of the Pork, to be delivered at the 
Navy Yard, Charlestown, Mass. 

Two thousand barrels [2,000 bbls.] of the Beef, and two thou- 
sand barrels [2,000 bbls.] of the Pork, to be delivered at the Na- 
vy Yard, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

And two thousand barrels [2,000 oom bye the Beef, and two 
thousand barrels [2,000 bbls.] of the Pork, to be delivered at the 
Navy Yard, Gosport, Va. : 

All of the said beef and pork to be delivered between the 15th 
March and the 15th May, 1840. 

The beef must be packed from well-fattened cattle, weighin 
not less than six hundred pounds nett weight ; all the legs an 
leg rounds cf the hind quarters, and the clods, neck, or sticking 
wera shins, and cheeks of the fore quarters, or the parts num- 

ered fourteen, fifteen, sixteen, seventeen, and eighteen, on the 
drawing or delineation of the parts ofan Ox, which will be at- 
tached to, and form a part of, the respective contracts, must be 





wholly excluded from the barrel; and the remainder of the car- 


cass must be cut in pieces of not less than eight pounds each. 

The pork must be corn-fed and well fattened; all the skulls 
feet, and hind legs entire, must be excluded from the barrel; and 
the remainder uf the hog must be cut in pieces weighing not Jess 
than six pounds each; not more than three shoulder-pieces, and 
one jow} and a half, or the jowls ofa hog and a half, shall be al- 
lowed to a barrel. 

The whole quantity of the said beefand pork must be slangh- 
tered between the first day of November next «nd the periods of 
delivery; must be thoroughly salted or struck with the best qua- 
lity clean, coarse, Turk’s island, Isle of May, or St. Ubes salt, 
ond no other ; and after remianing a sufficient time for the salt to 
penetrate the meat in the most thorough manner, it is to be packed 
with a sufficient quantity of the same quality of salt, and five 
ounces of pure saltpetre, pulverized. The salt used in striking 
must be carefully separated from the pieces, an¢ the pieces must 
be drained or placed on inclined boards, and suffered to remain in 
that state for some time before the pieces are put in the barrel. 

The barrels must be made of the best seasened heart of white 
oak, free trom sap wood, and the staves must be at least three- 
fourths of an inch thick, and not more than four inches wide; 
they must be fully and substantially hooped and nailed, at the-ex - 
pense of the respective contractors. 

Each barrel must be branded on its head ** Navy Beef,’ or 
‘* Navy Pork,” as the case may be, with the contractor’s name, 
and the year when packed. 

The beef and the pork will be inspected by the inspecting offi- 
cers at the respective navy yards aforesaid, and by some * sworn 
inspectors of salt provisions,’? who will be selected by the respec- 
tive commanding officers; but their charges for such inspection 
must be paid by the respective contractors, who must likewise 
have the barrels put in good shipping order to the satisfaction of 
the Commandants of the respective navy yards aforesaid, after the 
gg 1 eg and at their own expense. 

idders must specify their prices separately and distinctly, in 
separate offers, for the beef and for the pork, and for each of the 
places of delivery, covering all expenses and charges. Letters from 
some Navy Agent, Commandant ata navy yard, or other person, 
well known to the Department, must accompany the offers of each 
person, and state the belief of the writer that the person offering 
to contract has the ability to perform his contract in a satisfactory 
manner, and that his sureties are also responsible for the amount 
of the cuntract, or the offers will not be considered. 

The Board of Navy Commissioners reserve to themselves the 
right to reject all offers from persons who have heretofore failed 
to fulfil their contracts, 

Bonds in one-third the amount of the respective contracts will 
be required, and ten per centum in addition will be withheld 
from the amount of each payment to be made as collateral securi- 
ty for the due and faithful performance of their respective con- 
tracts, which will on no account be paid until the contracts are 
complied with in all respects. After deducting ten per centum, 
payment will be made by the United States within thirty days 
after the said beefand pork shall have been inspected and re- 
ceived, and bills for the same shall be presented to the Navy 
Agents, duly approved by the Commandants of the respective 
Nav Yards, according to the terms of the contracts.
